During our twelve years at Derita High School our principals have been 
Mr. H. G. Prince, Mr. M. N. Hunter, Mr. W. E. Derrick, Mr. J. N. Roberson, 
and our present principal, Mr. E. R. Smith. 

One of our biggest moments of our school career was when we entered the 
9th grade. The President of our Freshman Class was Joe Welch. Our advisors' 
were Miss Crowell and Mrs. J. S. Graham. 

In the tenth grade our President was Everette Bridges and our aclvisors 
were Mrs. Griffith and Miss Simpson. During our tenth year a party was 
given by the grade mothers for the 10th and 11th grades. It was held' in 
the cafeteria after which we had a dance in the gym. A visit to the Mint 
Museum of Art was another interesting event of the year. 

The next year was a very busy one for us Juniors. We started to work 
to give a Junior-Senior Banquet. We sold Christmas cards, magazines, school 
supplies, and gave a Junior play to raise money for this event. Our Junior 
play "That Boy Jimmie" was given January 17, 1947, the supporting cast was 
Betty Davis, Joyce Dickson, Betty Ray- Burris, Frances Small, Helen McGraw, 
Everette Bridges, Elwin King, Dewitt Armstrong, and Charles Stewart.
